We 
then proceeded to a large pond, in the vi- 
cinity, the bank of which is graced with an 
enormous image of Gaudama, and there 
administered baptism to the first Burman 
convent. QO may it prove the beginning 
of a series ©f baptisms in the Barman Em- 
pire, which shall continue in an upinter- 
rupted succession to the end of time. 
July 4th, Lord’s Day.—We have had 
the pleasure of sisting down, for the first 
time, to the Lord’s.table, with a_conyert- 
ed Burman; and it was my privilege,—a 
priviiege to which I have been looking 
forward with desire for many years,—to ad- 
minister the Lord’s supper in two languag- 
es. And now let.me, im-haste, close my 
journal for transmission to the Board.

‘Visit of the Governor of the Cape of Good 
Hope, to the Moravian Settlement ut Gna- 
denthal, in January, 1817. 

We had the great satisfaction to receive 

a visit from his Excellency Lord Charles 

Somerset, Governor ef this colony. He 

was accompanied by his two daughters, 

Captain Sheridan, and Dr. Barry. His 

Excellency remembered his first visit to 

this settlement in December, 1814, and 

expressed his satisfaction, that more land 
had been cultivated by the Hottentots for 
corr. The road leads through their corn- 

i tields, on the other side of the river Son- 

derend. When we remarked, that there 

was not enough land belonging to our 
ipremises, fit for the rearing of corn, to 

‘serve all the inhabitants, fis Excellency 

ldeclared his readiness to attend to our 

|wishes in this respect. He then spoke of 

‘the friendship he entertained for Brother 

‘Latrobe, who had acceded to his wish, and 

,aceompanied his son to England on board 

ithe Zebra sloop of war. In the evening 

ithe whole party attended public service in 

‘the chapel, and expressed great satisfac- 








sits, which, from circumstances, Brother 
Lang had been obliged to discontinue. 
This estate has many conveniences, and is 
half-way between Carmel and the Mayday 
mountains. The people who come from 
thence are mostly Africans. I cam assure 
you, that when I visited Peru, and saw 
the flock, meeting there, I felt as happy as 
I used to do, in my former dear congrega- 
tion at Gracehill in Antigua. The Lord 
was truly present with us, to bless us! 
Though the visits to Peru are attended 
with considerable expense and trouble to 
the missionaries, yet, considering the ta- 
vour of being made imstrumental in pro- 
moting the spiritual ant eteroal welfare 
of our fellow men, and the saving of souls, 
Mit is of the utmost cousequence, that they 
be wet set aside, but, as leave has again 
théen given, renewed and continued, if any- 
way practicable. ‘There are yet too few 
laborers in this vineyard, and if these use- 
ful visits are to be undertaken with effect, 
it is impossible for that Brother, to whom 
the care of Carmel is committed, to attend 
to both. Formerly the n belonging 
to Carmel ubstinately refusedto attend the 
meetings for worship. It is now other- 
wise, and a blessing rests upon the preach- 
ing of the Gospel there.

“In answer to your inquiries, | can state 
with truth, that from what | have both 
seen and heard at Carmel, New-Eden, and 
I may add, Island Estate in St. Elizabeth’s, 
that appearances are encouraging; but at 
present, the negroes at Island are without 
ateacher. J am certain, that there is a 
work of Ca! in these congregations, and 
that the Lord blesses the ministry of the 
Brethren in that part of Jamaica; but how 
many missionaries have been sown as seed, | 
and others spent their health and strength, 
before the fruit began to unfold itself! 
Brother Lang at Carmel had, for seven 
years, to bear the heat.and burden of the 
day, before he saw any fruit of his labors. 
Since his departure, Brother Decker has 
had the care of the small congregation at 
Carmel, where he has much satisfaction, 
the numbers continuing to increase, many 
negroes coming from a distance of twenty 
miles, to be fed with the word and sacra- 
ment. But the missionaries have not been 
able lately to visit those estates, where 
many of the baptized reside; such visits 
would be productive of much good, and 
help them to know the people better, by 
seeing them in their every-day dress. .A- 
bout two months ago, | heard with pleas- 
ure, that several gentlemen had requested 
that this might done, and ag soon as 
Brother Hafa arrives, ther Becker 
hopes to be able to visit their estates. The

Our schoo! is well attended, we are am- 
ply supplied with teachers, and the utmost 
harmony prevails in every department.

Before his 
ture from Pembroke, he preached occasionally at 
the adjacent villages of Cayuga Creek, and Wil- 
liamsville ; at both of which places he witnessed 
very serious attention to the word of God. 
assisted at Cayuga Creek at the fermation of a 
Missionary Society of Young Men, auxiliary to 
this Institution. 

Mr. Bull appears to have been the instrument 
of healing divisions, and uniting the people in 
efforts to promote the cause of religion, 
Sabbath,” he remarks in a letter dated May 
last, ‘Sis better observed than it has ever been 
heretofore. Many individuals who have not 
been in the habit of attending religious meet- 
ings, are now constantly present at Divine ser- 
vices. Our assemblies are much crowded, and 
the people give good attention. At our last com- 
munion four persons were received iuto the 
church upon examination: others are expected 
soon to be admitted to the same privilege. The 
society is harmenious. They have invited me to 
settle with them as their pastor, and e ed to 
raise their subscriptions annually, till they shall 
amount to an adequate support.” 

The advices received from Mr. Pratt have been 
highly satisfactory, and led the Directors to be- 
lieve that the happiest effects will be realized from 
his exertions. He has confined himself chief 
ly to Danesville, Sparta, and Groveland, preack- 
ing at these places in regular rotation. In a let- 
ter dated July 2ist, after a detail ofhis ministe- 
rial labors, he says, “I have been instrumental 
in estabiishing a Sunday School in each ofthe & 
bove places—prevailed with the cong fon 
at Groveland to celebrate public worship, when 
destitute of preaching—received feus members’ 
into that church—visited the schools at each sta- 
tion, and introduced catechetical instructions in- 
tothem. Parents have attended to hear the re- 
citations of their children, when addresses and 
exhortations have been made to them. The 
change isin many respects very considerable.— 
The Lord’s day is more regarded, religious meet- 
ings are attended with more eagerness and by 
greaternumbers. Thedivine word has appeared 
to sink deep into many hearts, to be accompanied 
with power, and received with joy.” 

It was stated in the last report, that the Board 
had commissioned the Rev. David Tenny,and the 
Rev. Charles §. Robinson, to labor a year in the 
territories of Missouri, Iineis, and Indiana. Mr. 
Robinson arrived at St. Louis on the Sth of Dec. 
He learned that there was but one settled Pres- 
byterian minister, and but five or six missionaries 
in those two States. With the advice of some | 
pious and respectable men in St. Louis, he de- 
termined to spead the winter in that place and 
its vicinity, there being several small churches 
without pastors, or even occasional preaching. 

In a letter dated April 8th, he writes: ** At St. 
Charles | had the pleasure of being instrumental 
in forming a Bible Society, auxiliary to the Ame- 
rican Bible Society. This I consider very im- 
portant, as many families are destitute of the 
word of God. Atthat place, also, | have formed 
a Female Society for the support of a Sunday 
School, which is now ina flourishing condition. 
Besides which, I have a small Sunday School ot 
blacks, who are fast learning to read ; and have 
instituted a montbly concert of prayer, which is 
very well attended. It is of great importance 
that Missionaries should come te this couutry.— 
The tide of emigration this way, from every part 
of the union is immense. Something more effici- 
ent must be done. ‘There are in: this territory, 
(Missouri) more than eighty thousand inhabit- 
antt, and only five Presbyterian ministers.” 

In a communication bearing date Oct. 19th, 
Mr. Robinson observes ; ‘* Since my last 1_ have 
regularly preached one Sabbathin a month at 
the Dardenné, eighteen miles north-west of St. 
Charles. The 19th of Sept. I formed a church in 
this place, consisting of nine members, and ad- 
ministered the sacrament of the Lord’s supper 
upon the Sabbath.”

“Since January | have been pursuing my cus- 
tomary labors at Le Roy as a station, with occa- 
sional itinerations to the distance of 20, 30, and 
50 miles. | have visited most of the towns in 
the south part of the county of Genessee,and the 
town of Pike, in the county of Allegany. The 
congregation at Le Roy manifest a very uniform 
tenderness under the preaching of the word, and 
the administration of the ordinances, The church 
now consists of 99 members.” In Oct. Mr. Col- 
ton acquainted the Board that the church and 
congregation of Le Roy, were taking measures to 
provide for his settlement as their pastor. 

The Rev. Hutchins Taylor has performed six 
months missionary service at Pembroke, Cayuga 
Creek, and the neighborhood, where his labors 
have been attended with evident tokens of the 
divine blessing. In a letter dated Pembroke, 
Feb. 12th, he says, “* There is reason to hope 
that God is about to perform a good work among 
this people. There has been an evident and in- 
creasing excitement in favor of religion for a few 
weeks past. ‘T'wo persons give satisfactory evi- 
dence of a change of heart ; and a number are 
deeply itapressed with a sense of sin.”

RESTRICTION OF SLAVERY: 

The Senate took up ‘the report of the joint 
Committee, appointed to report what measures 
it may be proper for the Legislatare to adopt, in 
the expression of their sentiments and views, te- 
lative to the interesting subject now before Con- 
gress, of ‘Werdicting Slavery in the new States, 
which may be admitted into the Union, beyond 
the river Mississippi. 

The report, after an extensive preamble con- 
cludes with the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Legisla- 


of the United States, by all constituional means, 
to prevent the extension of so great a moral and 
political evil as slavery; that Congress possess 
the Constitutional power to prohibit the further 
introduction of slavery into the territory of the U. 
States, not within the original limits of said 
States, and to make such prohibition a condition 
of the admission of any new State into the Union. 

Resolved, Tiiat in the opinion of this Legis- 
lature, itis the duty of Congress to exercise 
this power on the admission of all new States 
beyond the timits of the original territory of the 
U. States. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth be directed to transmit to each of the 
Senators and Representatives from this Common- 
wealth in Congress, a Copy of these Resolutions. 

A debate ensued on the question to accept the 
report, in which it was opposed by the Hon. 
Messrs. CHANDLER, Kino and ParKxer, and 
advocated by Messrs. SarTonstaLL, Lyman and 
BANISTER. The debate was animated and able, 
and we regret not being able to give an outline 
ofit.

Extract of the Journal of the Voyage of 
brother G. Kmocu and his wife, and the 
stngle brethren Korner & Beck, in the brig , 
Jemima, to LABRADOR, in 1817. 

* July 13. Towards evening, we discov- | 
ered un ice-mountain of immense height & 
length, flat at its top. As we approache-J 
it, we were enveloped in a ‘thick fog, and 
could not see a yard from the ship, which 
increased the danger we were in of run- 
ning foul of it and being lost, especially as 
the wind was in a direction, that it appear- 
ed scarcely possible to keep clear of it, 


the ship being likewise beset on all sides: © and we lost the fender. 


In about an hour’s time 
the fog dispersed, and we perceived that 
we had just passed by at a short distance, 
which excited us to praise our almighty 
Saviour for our preservation.

It was the coast of Labrador, sixty or 


eighty miles south of Hopedale. We were 


push in, hoping, if he could penetrate, 
to find open water between the ice and the 
coast. For some time we got nearer to 
the land, but were obliged at night to fast- 
en the ship with two grapnels to a large 
field. This was elevated between five 
or six fect above the water's edge,and be- 
tween fifty and sixty fect in thickness be- 
low it. it might be 3000 feet in diameter, 
flat at the top, and as smooth as a meadow 
covered with snow. The wind has but 
little powe: over such huge masses, and 
they move very slowly with the current. 
‘(here are small streams and pools of fresh 
water found in all those large pieces. Our 
sittation now defended us against the smal- 
ler flakes, which rushed by and were turn- 
ed off by the large field, without reaching 
the ship. We were all well pleased with 
our place of refage, and lay here three 
whole days, with the brightest weather, 
and as safe as in the most commodious ha- 
ven ; but 1 cannot say that I felt easy, 
though [ hid my anxiety from the party. 
I feared that a gale of wind might over- 
take us in this situation, and carry fields 
jarger than at which we lay, when jhe 
most dreadful consequences might ensue ; 
and the sequel proved, that | was not much 
inistaken. 

‘18th. The weather was clear,and the 
wind in our faver, we therefore took up 
our grapnel, got clear of our floating ha- 
ven, and again endeavored to penetrate 
through some small openings. Both we 
and the ship’s company were peculiarly 
impressed with gratitude for the protec- 
tion and rest we had enjoyed, and the 
warmth of a summer’s sun felt very com- 
fortable among these masses of ice. The 
clearness of the atmosphere to-day caused 
them to appear singularly picturesque.— 
It seemed as if we were surrounded by 
immense white walls. and towers. In the 
afternoon we had penetrated to the opeu 
water, between the ice and the land, but 
we durst not venture nearer, as the sea is 


* here full of sunken rocks, and the Captain 


knew of no harbor on this partof the 
coast. Having found another large piece 
of ice convenient for the purpose, we fast- 
ened the ship to it. In the evening a thick 
fog overspread us from the north-east,and 
we were again quite surrounded by ice, 
which, however, was soon after dispersed 
by a strong north-west wind. 

“In the night between the 19th and 
20th, we were driven back by a strong 
current to searly the same situation we 
had left on the 17th, only somewhat near- 
et to the coast. On the 20th the morning 
was fine, and we vainly endeavored to get 
clear, but towards evening the sky lower-. 
ed, and it grew very dark. The air also 
felt so oppressive, that we all went to bed, 
and every one of us was troubled with un- 
easy dreams. At midnight we heard a 
great noise ou deck. We hastened thith- 
etto know the cause, and found the sbip 
driving fast towards a huge ice-mountaia, 
oo which we expected every moment to 
sufler shipwreck. The sailors exerted 
themselves to the utmost, but it was by 
God's merciful providence alone that we 
were saved. The night was excessively 
cold with rain, and the ‘suffer- 
edmuch. We were now driven to and 
fro, at the mercy of the ice, till one in the

this was only the prelude to greater ter- 
rors. Deliverance from danger is so gra- 
tifying, that it raises one’s spirits above 
the common level. We made a hearty 
breakfast, and retired again into our Ca- 
bins. At one, the cook, i his usual bois- 
tereus way, roused us by announcing din- 
ner, and putting a large piece of pork,and 
a huge pudding upon the table, of which 
we partook with a good appetite, but in 
silence, every one seemingly buried in 
thought, or only half awake. Shortly af- 
ter, the wind changed to north-east and 
north, increasing gradually, till it tarned 
into a furious storm. ‘Topmasts were low- 
ered, and every thing done to ease the 
ship. We now saw an immense ice-moun- 
tain at a distance, towards which we were 
driving, without the power of turning a- 
side. Between six gnd seven, we were’ 
again roused by agreat outery on deck.—: 
We ran up, and saw our ship, with the 
field to which we were fast, with great 
swiftness approaching towards the moun- 
tain; nor did there appear the smallest 
hepe of escaping being crushed to atoms, 
betweer. it and the field. However, by 
veering out as much cable as we could,the 
ship got to such a distance, that the moun- 
tain passed through betwee'.us and the 
field. We all cried fervently to the Lord 
for speedy help in this most perilous situa- 
tion ; for if we had but touched the moun- 
tain,we must have been instantly destroyed 
One of our cables was broken, & we lost a 
grapnel. The ship also sustained some dam- 
age. But we were now lefttothe mercy 
of the storm and current, both of which} 
were violent; and exposed likewise to the 
large fields of ice, which floated all around 
us, being from ten to twenty feet in thick- 
The following night was dreadfully 
dark, the heavens covered with the black- 
est Clouds, driven by a furious wind ; the 
roaring and howling of the ice, as it mov- 
ed along, the fields shoving and dashing a- 
gainst each other, was truly terrible. A 
ender was made of a large beam,suspend- 
ed by ropes to the ship’s sides, to secure 
her in some measure fyom the ice; but 
the ropes were soon cut by its sharp edg-

teropts were now made to make the ship 
again fast to some large field; and the 
second mate, a clever young man, full of 
spirit and willingness, swung himself sever-

“97th. We discovered open water on 
the other side of the ice ; and the wind 
and weather being favorable, we penetra- 
ted through the ice, ahd got on well; but 
after all, found the passage to Hopedale 
still choaked up. We were therefore o- 
bliged to keep tacking all night in a nar- 
row chanpel. 

“28th. Having worked our way by 
God's good providence, through some very 
heavy ice, and considering whether we 
should again make fast to some large field, 
the dread of the ice seemed so forcibly to 
have possessed all our minds, that we re- 
solved rather to endeavor to find an an- 
chorivg-place in an adjoining bay. The 
water, however, was so deep, that it was 
six in the morning before we could cast 
anchor in twenty-two fathoms. Being 
here defended against the wind, our ship’s 
company could enjoy some rest. In the 
afternoon, the mate went in the boat far- 
ther inte the bay, to search for a better 
anchoring place, in which he succeeded.
